Feds Begin

Denver 

Passengers were thrown from 
their seats, drinks and loose items 
flew through the cabin and oxygen 
masks dropped from overhead when 
a United Airlines jetiiner took a har- 
rowing drop amid severe turbulence 
on a cross-country flight. 

One passenger was left drenched 
in tomato juice in the turbulence that 
hit just after flight attendants fin- 
ished beverage service. A witness 
said a woman was thrown out of her 
seat and hit her head against the ceil- 
ing. Another hit her head on the wall, 
leaving a crack near a window. 

“Everyone was quite panicked,” 
19 -year-old Kaoma Bechaz said 
Wednesday, one day after United 
Flight 967 hit turbulence over south- 
west Missouri on its way from Dulles 
International Airport to Los Angeles. 
At least 22 people were hurt, but none 
of the injuries appeared serious. 

Federal authorities are investi- 
gating the incident and said it was 
a top priority to figure out what 
happened. It marked the third 
time passengers have been injured 
in turbulence on United flights in 
recent months, (ap) 


Ex-Ill. governor takes 
baek pledge to speak 
in his own defense 

Chicago 

Blagojevich stood up in court 
Wednesday and told the judge the 
opposite of what he has been say- 
ing for months. He now says that he 
will not testify in his own defense 
to charges that include trying to 
sell an appointment to President 
Obama’s old Senate seat. 

The ousted Illinois governor, 
who had loudly insisted on tele- 
vision and on radio, and even 
to bystanders outside the court- 
house that he would speak direct- 
ly to jurors, stood in court with his 
hands folded in front of him, say- 
ing calmly and confidently that it 
was his choice not to testify. 

“Is it your decision not to testi- 
fy?” Judge James B. Zagel asked. 

“It is my decision,” Blagojevich 
responded, nodding slightly. 

His attorneys promptly rested 
his defense. Prosecutors also rest- 
ed their case against him. 

Blagojevich returned to his 


seat, smiling. During a recess a 
few minutes later, he picked up 
where he began the trial — shak- 
ing hands with well-wishers in the 
spectator benches and even sign- 
ing autographs. 

Outside court, Blagojevich said 


he believed all along that he would 
testify and only reluctantly went 
back on his repeated pledges to do 
so after his senior lawyer talked 
him out of it. 

It is rare and risky for defen- 
dants in federal trials to testify 


in their own defense, and experts 
have said Blagojevich would need to 
abandon his usual cockiness, hum- 
ble himself and not allow himself 
to be goaded. 

On FBI wiretap recordings pros- 
ecutors played for jurors, an often 
profane Blagojevich was heard 
speculating on what he could get in 
exchange for Obama’s former Sen- 
ate seat — guaranteeing a gruel-

Lincoln MKZwill 
be first hybrid sold 
at gas-vehicle price 


Dearborn, Mich. 

For the first time, an American 
automaker plans to sell a hybrid 
car for the same, lower price as its 
gas-powered counterpart, remov- 
ing at least one obstacle for drivers 
who want a greener ride. 

At a little more than $35,000, 
the 2011 Lincoln MKZ sedan won’t 
be cheap, but the decision by Ford 
to match the prices of the two styles 
could lead competitors to follow 



suit with future models. 

While automakers won’t reveal 
what they spend to install a hybrid 
system in a car, the final product 
usually costs several thousand dol- 
lars more than a gas-powered ver- 


sion of the same car. 

The hybrid MKZ, debuting 
this fall and running on both gas 
and electric power, will be a bar- 
gain after factoring in savings at 
the pump. It gets more than dou- 
ble the mileage of the traditional 
version in city driving. 

The MKZ will get 41 mpg in the 
city and 36 on the highway. That 
beats the Lexus HS 250h, which 
gets 35 mpg in the city and 34 on 
the highway. The gasoline version 
of the Lincoln MKZ gets 18 mpg in 
the city and 27 on the highway. 

The MKZ is one of the most popu- 
lar Lincoln models, but its sales have 
fallen 5 percent so far this year, (ap)

Brewing Storm

BP has temporarily corked a relief 
tunnel deep beneath the seafloor as 
tropical rainstorms move toward 
the Gulf of Mexico.

Kafkaesque 
Fight Over 
Discovered 
Writings

It seems almost Kafkaesque: Ten 
safe-deposit boxes of never-published 
writings by Franz Kafka, their exact 
contents unknown, are trapped in 
courts and bureaucracy, much like 
one of the nightmarish visions cre- 
ated by the author himself 

The papers, retrieved from 
bank vaults where they have sat 
untouched and unread for decades, 
could shed new light on one of lit- 
erature’s darkest figures. 

In the past week, the pages have 
been pulled from safety deposit 
boxes in Tel Aviv and Zurich, Swit- 
zerland, on the order of an Israe- 
li court over the objections of two 
elderly women who claim to have 
inherited them from their mother. 

“Kafka could easily have written 
a story like this, where you try to do 
something and it all goes wrong and 
everything remains unresolved,” 
said Sara Loeb, an author of two 
books about the writer. “It’s really 
a case of life imitating art.” 

Literary experts in both cit- 
ies are sifting through the boxes, 
and the contents are expected to 
be of priceless literary and mone- 
tary value. But the newly emerged 
writings won’t see the light of day 
until the Israeli court unravels the 
tangled question of the collection’s 
rightful owner, (ap) 


New sanctions come 
amid symbolic trip 
to support the South 

Seoul, S. Korea 

The Obama administration moved 
Wednesday to push new sanctions 
against North Korea over its nucle- 
ar weapons program, as Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
showed solidarity with South Korea 
during a visit to the area that sep- 
arates it from the North. 

Clinton announced the new 
measures — targeting the sale 
or purchase of arms and related 
goods used to fund the communist 


regime’s nuclear activities, and the 
acquisition of luxury items to reward 
its elite — after she and Gates toured 
the heavily fortified border in a 
sjmibolic trip four months after the 
sinking of a South Korean warship 
blamed on the North. 

The penalties are intended to 
further isolate the already hermetic 
North and persuade its leaders to 
return to talks aimed at getting it 
to abandon atomic weapons. The 
U.S. is also trying to forestall future 
provocative acts such as the torpe- 
doing of the Cheonan, which killed 
46 South Korean sailors. 

With specifics of the sanctions 
still being worked out, the more 
striking demonstration of U.S.

Ceausescu ruled Romania for 25 


years with an iron fist before being 
ousted and executed during the 1989 
anti-communist revolt in which more 
than 1,000 people were killed. 

Many Romanians have doubted 
for years that the Ceausescus were 
really buried in the Ghencea military 
cemetery in west Bucharest. 

Conspiracy theories have ranged 
from the graves being empty to the

A huge ball of brightly burning gas drift- 
ing through a neighboring galaxy may 
be the heaviest star ever discovered — 
hundreds of times more massive than 
the sun, scientists said Wednesday 
after working out its weight for the first 
time.

The White House did a sudden 
about-face Wednesday and begged 
for forgiveness from the black Agri- 
culture Department employee whose 
ouster ignited an embarrassing 
political firestorm over race. She was 
offered a “unique” new position and 
said she was thinking it over. 

With lightning speed, the con- 
troversy moved from Monday’s 
forced resignation of a minor U.S. 
Ag official in Georgia to Tuesday’s 
urgent discussions at the White 
House amid a rising public outcry 
and then to Wednesday’s repeat- 
ed apologies and pleas for Shirley 
Sherrod to come back. 

Sherrod said she resigned under 
White House pressure after the air- 
ing of a video of racial remarks she 
made at an NAACP gathering. But 
Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack 
said repeatedly on Wednesday that 
the decision had been his alone. 

“I asked for Shirley’s forgive- 
ness, and she was gracious enough 
to extend it to me,” he said after 
reaching her by telephone. 

Sherrod, in a phone interview 
with The Associated Press, said, 
“They did make an offer. I just told 
him I need to think about it.” 

The controversy threatened to 
grow into more than a three-day 
distraction for Obama’s adminis- 
tration, with important midterm 
congressional elections nearing 
and partisan feelings already run- 
ning high. President Obama said 
nothing publicly about the develop-

Browder spoke to Express ahead 
of her appearance Sunday at Poli- 
tics and Prose. 

How did the book’s topic develop 
during the interviews? 

Some of the most interesting 
themes that emerged were the ways 
that women balanced their lives as 
mothers with their lives as soldiers. 


In fact. I’m going to start shooting 
a documentary in a couple of weeks 
about deployed mothers. ... I think 
[they are] going to make us rethink 
not only the role of women in the 
military, but maybe rethink moth- 
erhood in a larger sense. 

Some women interviewed in the 
book mention being torn between 
their families and deploying again. 
Did you expect that response? 

I think women, like men in the mil- 
itary, often see their duty to their 
nation as their most important 
duty, and I think, unconscious- 
ly, I didn’t expect to hear that so 
much from women who are moth- 
ers.

Dan Deacon, Baltimore’s resident 
electro-psych Santa Claus, has put 
on Charm City’s Whartscape music 
festival since 2006. In its fifth year, 
the fest has grown into four days of 
performances, with such well-loved 
local bands as Pon 3 ^ail and Future 
Islands and national names as Los 
Angeles’ No Age and Lightning 
Bolt, from Providence, R.L 

But Deacon said this year’s 
Whartscape will be the last. 


“Part of the fun was making 
it grow,” he said. “But we’d like to 
move on and try something new.” 
One idea is a smaller camping fes- 
tival, he said. 

The festival, organized with 
more than 50 volunteers through 
the arts collective Wham City — 
“a group of jerks who like to argue 
through e-mail” — is organized 
without corporate sponsorship and 
keeps to a house-show philosophy, 
with local breakout indie darlings 
Beach House playing for the same 
rate as little-known acts 

One highlight will be Satur- 
day’s reunion show with seminal 
Baltimore band Universal Order 
of Armageddon. 


“They got a lot of people 
involved in hardcore and punk 
and experimental music in gen- 
eral,” Deacon said. 

With more than 100 acts, this 
year’s fest is split down the middle 
between local and touring bands. 
But it’s still very much a celebra- 
tion of Baltimore’s scene. 

“It’s in how interwoven every- 
thing is,” he said. “[Pjeople inter- 
act in the same environment, and 
cross-pollinate and create music 
that goes in new directions.”

Konono No. 1 ’s Congotronic 
sound travels far beyond 
Africa’s musical borders

Mali’s Amadou & Mariam were 
the breakout stars of the 2010 
World Cup opening ceremonies, a 
reminder that Afropop has never 
been more popular with interna- 
tional audiences. 

The genre has deep roots in tra- 
ditional African music, but many 
of the continent’s contemporary 
acts have added a Western-friend- 
ly fusion of Euro-style synth-pop 
and U.S. Delta blues. 

Still, on American shores, 
Afropop gets stubbornly saddled 
with the dusty, off-putting “world 
music” label. 

Enter Konono No. 1, the “Con- 
gotronic” rhythm combo with the 
killer likembe, or thumb piano. 

The African octet add an edge 
to traditional tribal trance music 
by electrifying and distorting their 
likembes and compiling percussion 
instruments from found scraps. 
The likembes, made up of metal 
rods attached to a resonator, get 
strummed in time to propulsive 
African drums. 

You could say Konono No. 1 
is the closest thing Africa has to 
the Junk Yard Band, D.C.’s go-go 
giants. Indeed, both bands are well 
known for their fever-pitched live 
performances. 

Local music fans still talk about 
a summer 2006 show Konono No. 1 


played at the Black Cat, where the 
club’s air conditioner conked out 
mid-set. The band played on, but 
the hot July air and the group’s fiery 
performance made for a physically 
intense concert experience. 

Likembe master Mawangu Min- 
giedi, who founded Konono No. 1 
in the Democratic Republic of the 
Congo’s capital city of Kinshasa 
in the 1960s, recalls that night as 
“unforgettable.” “To forget such 
an evening is like forgetting your 
own son,” he says. 

Mingiedi comes from a rural 
area of the Congo close to the 
country’s border with Angola. He 
brought the group to Kinshasa 
only to find its acoustic instrumen- 
tation drowned out by the urban 
din of the city. 

The ensemble amplified their 
instruments out of necessity, and 
Konono No. 1 developed a signature 
sound that carried far beyond the 
streets of Kinshasa, winning the 
world over with the release of its 
2005 debut, “Congotronics.” 

The group’s unusual music 
spawned a host of hometown imi- 
tators and appealed to die-hard 
followers of Afropop ever 3 rwhere. 
Bjork swooped in and asked the 
band to collaborate on her 2007 
“Volta” album and tour, and the col- 
lective can also be heard on Herbie 
Hancock’s new album, “The Imag- 
ine Project.”

in a row with only one short inter- 
ruption,” he says. “In the Congo, 
we often play for four hours with- 
out stopping,” he adds. 

Konono No. 1 continues to tour 
and has just released its much- 
anticipated follow-up, “Assume 
Crash Position.” The new album 
finds the group refining its unique- 
ly crafted sound while retaining its 
characteristic vigor. 

Mingiedi says laughter is the 
one thing besides music that keeps 
the group together. 

“We poke fun at each other 
a lot,” he says. “Many members 
are from the same family, so we 
get along well together. When 
there are arguments, usually they 
only last until the next concert.”

With ‘Disco2;L.A.

To hear Pitchfork tell it, L.A. four- 
piece rhythm unit Health sounds 
most inspired when its music is 
remixed and reshaped by others, 
particularly those with designs 
for the dance floor. Initiation into 
the band’s live sweat-lodge expe- 
rience argues otherwise, but it’s 
no surprise Health’s latest album, 
“Disco2,” is making huge waves, in 
unexpected, collaborative ways. 

When it hits it right. Health’s 
unbridled percussive performance 
and noise attack elicit a sort of 
euphoria — an ecstatic state that 
can be addictive. The group was 
initially a more direct descendent 


of the noise-rock movement’s heavi- 
er bands, but it embraced melo- 
dy on its second album, 2009’s 
“Get Color,” to ever-increasing 
accolades. 

The ripple effect of Health’s 
blissed-out bombast expanded, 
and studio-equipped fans of the 
band offered to lend their stylis- 
tic stamp and stir-fry skills to the 
group’s recordings. 

While similar in concept to the 
band’s 2008 remix record, “Disco,” 
Health bassist John Famiglietti says 
the band’s new disc, “Disco2,” is 
different in feel and focus. It’s also 
seasonal, he says. 

“With ‘Disco2’ we forged a nar- 
rative with the remixes to make it 
work as a summer album at more of 
a hip-hop tempo,” says Famiglietti, 
noting the album’s June release. 

“We always saw ourselves as 
the noise-rock genre’s next step,” 
says Famiglietti.

Once More, With Feeling 


Emo pioneers Cap’n 
Jazz return to the 
stage all grown up 

Music 

Emo gets a bad rap these days. But 
before the major labels picked up 
on it, emo was beloved by kids who 
simply wanted to copy the sounds 
of D.C.’s Rites of Spring. 

Five such kids made up the Chi- 
cago band Cap’n Jazz, which they 
started while most of them were 
still in high school. In the years 
since their 1995 breakup, the group 
has only become more popular 
and influential, especially since 
members went on to form such 
emo heavy hitters as the Prom- 


ise Ring and Joan of Arc. 

A few months ago, Cap’n Jazz 
made the surprising announcement 
that the band was reuniting for a 
short tour. When shows started 
selling out, no one was more sur- 
prised than singer-guitarist Davey 
von Bohlen. 

“Some of these shows sold out 
right when they were announced, 
which is pretty weird,” said Von 
Bohlen. “Because when the band 
broke up, we were still pretty 
much playing basements. Things 
have changed quite a bit and that’s 
gonna be a really odd thing.” 

Von Bohlen, who now leads the 
band Maritime, says Cap’n Jazz was 
partially inspired to reunite because 
its lone compilation CD, “Analpha- 
betapolothology,” was being issued

for the first time on vinyl. 

As for the dreaded emo tag. Von 
Bohlen sees the downside: “You 
don’t want to be packaged with 
some really soulless thing people 
are gonna try and sell at Target,” he 
said. But he also sees a benefit. 

“At the same time, it was just a 
word. And that word in some ways 
has brought people to us,” he said. 
“I think anjThing that brings peo- 
ple to you [is good]. If people came 
to see my band because they were 
told that I had a pig nose — awe- 
some! I don’t care why you’re in the 
room; I’m gonna try and play my

“You don’t mind if I pee while we 
talk, do you?” John McCauley, sing- 
er and guitarist of indie-folk band 
Deer Tick, asked over some ques- 
tionable sounds. 

It’s easy to see why McCauley 
cites punk rock as an influence on 
his group’s onstage antics. But it 
can be hard to reconcile Deer Tick’s 
raucous live shows with the group’s 
albums, which carry an introspec- 
tive, mellow tone with some coun- 
try flair. But McCauley has dealt 
with this conundrum before. 

“Our live shows have kind of 
gained us a reputation of some- 
what of a party band,” he said. “[I]f 


you’re expecting to hear something 
that sounds exactly like the album, 
then you better just go home and 
listen to the album.” 

Since McCauley set out on his 
first nationwide tour in 2005 at the 
age of 19 — the same tour where 
he coined the name Deer Tick after 
taking a daytime hike in Indiana 
and discovering one on his scalp

later that evening — his group has 
undergone several lineup changes. 
Now 24, McCauley said the band’s 
current roster is what has fueled the 
energy of recent Deer Tick shows. 


So far, there have been only a few 
casualties. 

“I got crowd-surfed into a ceil- 
ing fan once,” he said. “Luckily, I 
went into it feet-first.” 

There are other changes hap- 
pening within the Providence, 


R.I.-based band. On June 8, Deer 
Tick released “The Black Dirt Ses- 
sions,” which was recorded over 
January 2009, just four months 
after wrapping up the sessions that 
made up last year’s release, “Born 
on Flag Day.” 


“It’s considered our third album, 
but I don’t think it was really put 
together too much like an album.” 
McCauley said. “It was just kind of 
us cleaning out our catalog of stuff 
we hadn’t recorded yet.” 

The release may also mean the 
last of Deer Tick’s familiar, Amer- 
icana sound. McCauley, who is as 
big a fan of Kurt Cobain as he is of 
Hank Williams, said that he wants 
to take the band in a direction more 
reminiscent of their live shows. 

“I think we’re a little terrified 
of being pigeonholed in any sort 
of way,” McCauley said. “We kind 
of want to flex our musical mus- 
cles that we haven’t used yet. In 
my opinion, as a performer, I just 
think it’s a little more fun to play 
rock and roll.” topher forhecz

Her husband died of cancer in 1994. 
She was diagnosed with breast can- 
cer in 2000. Then, last year, she had 
a brain tumor removed. Such tra- 
vails might break a lesser person, 
but singer-songwriter Beth Niels- 
en Chapman has emerged stronger 
after the traumas she’s had to con- 
front over the past 16 years. 

The Texas native, who plays 
the Birchmere Saturday, is best 
known for co-writing Faith Hill’s 
1998 breakout pop hit “This Kiss,” 
and her own adult contemporary 
smash, “All I Have.” She’s also writ- 
ten songs for Mary Chapin Carpen- 
ter, Willie Nelson and Bette Midler, 
among others. But when she was 


writing songs for her just-released 
tenth album, “Back to Love,” Chap- 
man struggled to write lyrics for 
the song “Even as It All Goes By.” 
It turned out a tumor was imped- 
ing her brain function. 

“It was a curious feeling to not 
be able to get myself lyrically up 


to snuff,” she said. “I had no idea 
that the reason my lyrics weren’t 
coming was because [the tumor] 
was pressing against the part of 
the brain that accesses language 
for emotions.” 

Over the decades. Chapman has 
become something of a songwrit- 


er’s songwriter, who commands 
respect from a plethora of musi- 
cians. Her albums are full of guest 
performances by such heavy hit- 
ters as Bonnie Raitt, Vince Gill, 
Emmylou Harris and Michael 
McDonald. 

Though Chapman is most 
acclaimed for her composing 
prowess, her assured vocals just 
might be the most impressive 
element of “Back to Love,” con- 
sidering the physical challenges 
she recently faced. Chapman said 
that she counts the album among 
her best. 

“This group of songs is a culmi- 
nation of 16 years of quite amaz- 
ing stuff going on in my life,” she 
said. “And I’m in such a good place

A Schlock to Cinema’s System 


Tt Came From 
Kuchar’ looks at 
two of the oddest 
brothers in film

Anybody John Waters calls “my 
first really big influence in under- 
ground films” is guaranteed weird 
enough to be documentary-worthy. 
On that basis alone, it’s easy to rec- 
ommend “It Came From Kuchar,” 
Eighty-six minutes isn’t much time 
to learn about twins George and 
Mike Kuchar, but there’s enough 
whacked-out clips to put a genre 
fan in schlock heaven. 

After a stunning opening cred- 
its sequence by a former Pixar staff- 
er, we find George Kuchar directing 
his San Francisco Art Institute stu- 
dents in his next opus, “The Fury of 
Frau Frankenstein,” on a sub-pub- 
lic-access budget. As former stu- 
dent Christopher Coppola puts it. 



“He was very sincere and truthful 
to what he was „ , a wacky filmmak- 
er,” “Wacky” isn’t quite adequate for 
film such titles as “Hold Me While 
I’m Naked” and “Ascension of the 
Demonoids,” but it fits the extro- 
verted George Kuchar, who gets 
most of the brothers’ screen time 
and who a grinning Atom Egoyan 
calls “a big kid,” 

Going to the movies every night 


warped the Kuchar boys, and they 
started aping ’50s movie conven- 
tions: One hilarious highlight is the 
comparison of a scene from “But- 
terfield 8” to its sleazy equivalent 
in “The Devil’s Cleavage,” Buck 
Henry and others provide good 
background on the ’60s New York 
underground film scene, where 
many “made films where nothing 
happened, and the Kuchars made 



films where every- 
thing happened,” 
Once the focus 
shifts to San Fran- 
cisco, we get some 
trivia nuggets about 
the Kuchars’ contri- 
bution to the underground comics 
scene. Bill Griffith credits George 
as an inspiration for “Zippy the 
Pinhead,” and the Kuchars inad- 
vertently push Art Spiegelman’s 
career forward by casting his then- 
girlfriend, The brothers’ commen- 
tary track and the included deleted 
scenes aren’t quite as fun, but those 
are still worth your time. 

As for Waters, he found the 
Kuchars “pushing glamour in a 
more ludicrous way” than even 
Andy Warhol did, which made it 
“more down-to-earth and funny,” 
Exhibit A: “I Was a Teenage Rum- 
pot,” where we hear a ’60s pop 
song, then see a proto-Divine storm 
in and smash her daughter’s record 
player, paul stelter

Don’t Dream It, Be It 

In the 1970s, men were men, ladies were ladies and squares were squares. And when they encountered 
haunted mansions on rainy nights after running into car trouble, they put up a good 25 minutes of fight be- 
fore succumbing to the charms of transsexual vampires from faraway planets. In the decades since its 
1975 release, “The Rocky Horror Picture Show" has only continued to resonate with weirdos of all stripes.

Barry Bostwick represented for 
straight men with more than a passing interest in tap pants and garters. And Susan Sarandon making out 
with Tim Curry dressed as some sort of oversexed mime from Mars? Well, that sequence may have done 
more for smashing rigid gender-identity and sexuality boundaries than any women’s studies course.

Japanese-ltalian Fusion 

Part two of the API Silver’s Akira Kurosawa Centennial continues this weekend with 196rs “Yojimbo," a 
foray by the director into material that ultimately cemented the cinematic connection between Japanese 
samurai culture and the spaghetti Western. The film follows an out-of-work warrior into a town beset by 
rival gangs, hewing to some unexpected crossover source material: American author Dashiell Hammett’s 
hardboiled pulp novel “Red Harvest." The film was essentially remade by Sergio Leone a few years later as 
“A Fistful of Dollars," and its influence can still be felt today in, oh, pretty much everything Quentin Taranti- 
no does. Kurosawa’s dark sense of humor shines in the film, as well — something else Tarantino owes a 
nod to. Also screening is Kurosawa’s 1962 sequel, “Sanjuro," which follows the same character through a 
politically charged noir landscape as a sort of samurai private investigator. >^AFI Silver Theatre, 8633 
Colesville Road, Silver Spring,Md.; through Sept 8, visitafi.com for showtimes, $10; 301-495-6720.

Think of a Spanish stadium and bullfighting 
conies to mind. But owner Mark Kuller hopes it trig- 
gers another thought: dinner. 

Almost three years to the day that he opened 
Proof, Kuller opened the doors to his new eatery, 
Estadio, on July 13. 

Kuller crossed the Atlantic to more closely study 
Spain’s fare, and decided to focus Estadio’s dishes on 
those found in Spain’s Basque and Catalan regions in 
the north — though there will be options well-known 
in Sevilla and other points south. 

“I love Spanish food,” said Kuller, adding that some 
of his favorite restaurants are Spanish and provid- 
ed inspiration. “I’m excited about the neighborhood. 
I’m happy to be in Logan Circle; I’ve been wanting to 
have a restaurant in the Logan-Dupont area.” 

Estadio’s traditional dishes include jamon croque- 
tas, bechamel-bound Serrano ham fritters; pan con 
tomate, grilled country bread rubbed with tomato, 
drizzled with olive oil and sprinkled with sea salt; 
and patatas bravas, crispy potatoes with a spicy 
sauce and aioli. 

Estadio will also serve pintxos, or small bites, such 
as chorizo picante with Manchego cheese and pista- 
chio-crusted quince fruit, and ham-wrapped figs with 
Cabrales cheese and Marcona almonds, which range 
from $1.50 to $4. Larger tapas, starting at $4, include 
a Spanish omelet with aioli and sweet hot peppers, an 
open-faced sandwich of smoked salmon on toast with 
yogurt and honey, and Bouchon mussels with chori- 
zo and scallions steamed in Txakoli wine. 

To some, the words pintxos and tapas are inter- 
changeable, but Kuller considers pintxos to be a pre- 
dinner snack, whereas tapas could be dinner. 

''Pintxos^ in my mind, are one bite,” he said. “It 
actually means Toothpick,’ or ‘spear,’ so you’ll see in 
the Basque region a lot of plates with little one-bites 
with a spear through it, a toothpick through it. Tapas 
can be a little more substantial.” 

Estadio also offers some small entrees, or radons^ 
priced from $12, that feature grilled hanger steak 
along with crushed potatoes and Mojo verde sauce, 
and sherry-glazed halibut paired with a smoky 
Romesco sauce. 

All the bread for the dishes will be made in-house.

“Bread is such an important part of Spanish food,” 
said Haidar Karoum, executive chef at Proof and 
Estadio. “What better a vehicle of getting olive oil 
into your mouth?” 

The wine list includes 200 varieties, 90 percent of 
them Spanish, plus bar manager Adam Bernbach’s 
version of sangria and “slushitos,” frozen alcohol- 
ic slushies, for $9. The sangrias come in red, with 
lime and mint, or white, with pineapple and tarra- 
gon, for $6 each. 

Kuller put a lot of effort into the restaurant’s name, 
which means “stadium.”

“I’m definitely partial to one-word names. I want- 
ed a name that no other restaurants have,” the for- 
mer tax attorney said. “I like the idea that in Spain, 
bullfighting and soccer are big components of cul- 
ture in the stadium. Our generation now, you always 
hear about Kitchen Stadium on ‘Iron Chef,’ ‘Top Chef’ 
We are in a stadium environment every night, and 
we are onstage every night.” 

Initially, Estadio, which can hold 113 guests, is 
open for dinner only, with Sunday brunch coming 
in the fall and lunch starting next year.

With a farm-fresh 
menu, Ripple is 
making waves 

Eats Locally 

Ripple looks a bit unassuming amid 
the bustle of Cleveland Park. But 
the new restaurant represents an 
oasis of local and sustainable food, 
with an eclectic and vibrant design. 
General manager Brian Cook used 
the word “whimsy” when discuss- 
ing the restaurant’s colorful look 
and champions the menu for its 
emphasis on everything fresh. 

“The only thing that comes in 
frozen is the ice cream,” he said. 

Chef Teddy Diggs, who pre- 
viously worked at Maestro and 
Blue Ridge, follows the lead of the 
local farmers who supply Ripple to 


help him craft his ever- changing 
menu. This often means adjusting 
his daily plan to make way for the 
best produce available. But certain 
dishes have held fast, such as the 


popular chilled sweet corn soup, a 
nod to this summer’s strong corn 
crop. The dish — made with heavy 
cream, whole kernels and a corn- 
cob stock, and garnished with basil 


flowers and maitake mushrooms 
— is all about the charm of its sim- 
ple ingredients. 

“That dish sums up what we do 
here,” said Diggs. 


Main dishes reflect the same 
focus on local sourcing, includ- 
ing Copper River sockeye salmon 
paired with braised red cabbage, 
and saba-glazed pork belly accom- 
panied by yellowfin tuna, quail egg 
and toasted sesame. 

A butcher block at the front of 
the restaurant displays 14 cheese 
and 10 charcuterie offerings, 
including a house-crafted Saucis- 
son Sec, and the staff is happy to 
assist with making selections. 

The beverage menus, con- 
structed by Cook, pair well with 
Diggs’ cuisine and feature a rotat- 
ing menu of six wines for $6 and 
a full beer list. 

To top things off, the dessert 
menu, designed by pastry guru 
David Guas, has an orange brulee 
tart with vanilla-poached fennel, 
and buttermilk doughnuts with a 
blueberry compote and lavender

When first we met Don Draper, 
he was a man cloaked in mystery. 
But over the course of “Mad Men’s” 
three seasons, we’ve seen his mar- 
riage and job slowly unravel, along 
with his most closely guarded 
secret: his past.
